When Gzvry opened this Let- 
ter, he did did it rather of cu- 
riolity to ſee whether the Verſes 
had been written there by chance, 
than out of any {ſuſpicion they 
contained a cenſure of the Let- 
ter. He lov'd Madam AMangiror 
too well to impute her afte&ion 
to meer humour or fancy, or to 
think her humour predominant 
over her love, but comparing 
the ſenſe of the Verles with thar 
of the Letter, he thought 1t not 
{o altogether exempt from being 
ſubject to blame, as he had for- 
a believ*dit. He asked him- 
ſelf whether it ſavourednor more 
of humour than love, to declare 
ones ſelt unſatisfied with a per- 
ſon, who 1a the fame period 1s. 

acknow- 
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acknowledged conſtant, diligent; 
faithful and paſſionately i in love ? 
He did not yer give lentence 1n, 
tavour of the Verles . but the 
actence he made tor his Miſtrels 
againit them: was very weak.
